signal lights at certain street cross-- 
ings, when 
the ordinance passed 


March IS, 1919 was repealed and a 
new ordinance was drafted and sub- 
stituted for it. 


The ordinance that repealed the 


signal 'bell ordinance also repealed 
former 'ordinances 'passed as far 
hack at 1902 and 1905, as well as 
the one passed in 1919. 


In meeting last night in special 


session, the council passed two or- 
dinances, and suspended the rules 
and placed the ordinances up for 
final passage and adoption. A non- 
ordinance, number 305, was adopted 
in which the Pennsylvania will i;e 
required 
to 
maintain 
crossing 


watchmen at four crossings, Third, 
Harrison, Seventh and Main streets, 
winch are the same crossings that 
are protected now. 


Under the .new ordinance the rail- 


road will 'be required to keep the 
watchmen on duty from 7 a. m. un- 
til 7 p. in. daily, including Sunday. 
A fine not to exceed $100 is the 
penalty for the railroad failing to 
abide by the ordinance. 


The ordinance passed 
in 
1919, 


abolishing the crossing watchmen and 
substituting signal bells, was never 
enforced here and was forgotten un- 
til Jast Tuesday night, when the rail- 
road announced that they were now 
ready to proceed with the ordinance 
and that they 
had changed their 


plans 
and 
would' 
install 
si«n:il 


lights instead of hells. 


When, the word became generally 


known throughout the city that the 
railroad was preparing io abolish the 
flagmen, public sentiment was 
op- 


posed and protest was made against 
the propused change. 


It is understood that the protest 


was so strong that the council de- 
cided to hold a special meeting at 
once, in order to curb the work. The 
railroad announced Tuesday night 
that the material was on the way 
here for the work. 


Following the meeting last night, 


the ordinance was ordered published 
tonight, and early this morning the 
railroad was served a copy of the 
two ordinances, so that they were 
among the first notified of the pro- 
posed intentions of the council.

Pennsylvania Executive Accepts Re- 


sponsibility Placed Upon Him

A call for a conference between 


miners and operators in Harrisburg 
Monday was to be sent out by Gov- 
ernor Pinchot as the first move in 
the eleventh hour effort to prevent a 
national coal crisis. 


The Pennsylvania executive ac- 


cepted the responsibility placed up- 
on him by President Coolidge, con- 
fident that he can at least 'bring 
both sides together for a final meet- 
ing. 
• 


Overtures that were made by Pin- 
ehot to -both operators and miners 
before the conference in Washington 
yesterday, it was learned, have been 
satisfactory 
and establish the fact 


that he has their confidence as a 
mediator. 


In the event that the conference 


fails, the governor is vested with 
sufficient power to seize, and oper- 
ate the mines to prevent suffering of 
the people, according to legal auth- 
orities. 


It was learned on highest auth- 


ority that his Jirst steps would be: 


i.—Summon persons having in- 


fluence with miners and operators 
to Harrisburg for a series of con- 
ferences. 


2.—Examine the mass of inform- 


ation on

Smith W. Brookhart today accepted

challenge of E. T. Meredith, 


former 
secretary 
of 
agriculture, 


who announced he will sue the Iowa 
senator for thirty cents liber for de- 
claring Meredith "sat in the Wall 
Street game" and helped produce 
the greatest panic in farm prices in 
the history of agriculture. 


Brookhart, in a speech here, said 


he would force Meredith to tell on 
the witnesses stanoV"whether he made 
a fight against deflation of the farm- 
ers or whether lie sat mum in the 
Wall Street same." The speech was 
the answer to Meredith's statement 
issued when the former cabinet of- 
ficer announced _his suit. 


Booliliart asserted fcel welcomed 


Meredith's determination to put him 
on record under oath. 


"I will only be too glad to tell the 


farmers of Iowa and of the United 
States under oath what I learned 
about the financial schemes to drive 
them back to .peasantry," the sena- 
tor said. 
"Incidentally, 
Meredith 


will be under oath whether he wants 
to or not. 
And we will find out 


from his own 
mouth 'Whether he 


made a fight against the deflation 
of the fanners or whether he sat 
mum in the Wall Street game." 


Brookhart remarked that he would 


like to offer Meredith the profits of 
his 240-acrc farm "with an excel- 
lent crop of wheat, corn and every- 
thing'' as a, settlement of the libel 
suit. 


"This farm carries a $20,000 joint 


stock land 'bank 
mortgage," 
the 


senator added, "and if he will agree 
to pay the expenses of operating it, 
the interest and the taxes. I will 
offer him the whole job in settlement 
of his 30 cents. 


"Confidentially, I will be several 


hundred dollars ahead on such a 
settlement. 
Bat Meredith does not 


want to settle. 
He wants to get 


me on record under oath. 
This I 


n-elcome." 


The senator declared, however, he. 


was glad the former cabinet of- 
ficial had 'been so ^considerate in ap- 
praising the damage caused by the 
Uadcliffe speech at 30 cents. 


"For if he beats me," 
Brookhart 


said, "that is about all I can save 
out of my salary after paying this 
year's deficit on my f arm." 


Brookhart quoted the 
Manufac- 


turers Record as stating the deflation 
policy cost the farmers of the na- 
tion $18,000,000,000 in reduction of 
land value and $14,000,000,000 .it

requiring the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, 


Chicago and St. Louis Railroad to 
jerect and maintain automatic crossing 
alarm bells at certain crossings with- 
in the ciyt of Rushville, Indiana, said 
ordinance being numbered 325, and 
passed by the common council of the 
city of Rushville, Indiana, on the 18th 
day of March, 1919. 


Section 1.—Be it ordained by the 


common council of the city of Rush- 
ville, Indiana, that ordinance No. 325 
passed by the common council of 
the city of Rnshville, Indiana, on the 
18th 
day of March, 1919, and present- 


ed, approved and signed by the mayor, 
of said city on the 19th day of March; 
1919 and being an ordinance entitled 
"An ordinance requiring the Pitts- 
burg, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 


Louis railroad to erect and maintain 
auomatic crossing alarm bells at cer- 
tain crossings within the city of Rush- 
ville, Indiana, and repealing Section 
No. 1 of Ordinance No. 121, passed 
by the common council of the city of

Section No. 3.—Any person, corpo- 


ration or railway company violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be fined in any sum not exceding 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars. 


Section No. 4.—This ordinance shall 


be in effect from and after it's passage 
and publication as required by law.
